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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 20, 21 and 23-28 (renumbered as 1-8, respectively) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 20 is allowed because the closest prior art, Tews (US Patent Number 
5,397,993), fails to anticipate or render obvious a method or system for determining the 
humidity and/or density of a dielectric material in a resonator filled material by sweeping 
a resonant curve to determine a resonant frequency and calculate the cut off 
frequencies by determining a point having a highest signal strength value, and starting 
from said one of the points, calculating a threshold value and determining two proximate 
points for positive and negative slope sections, the signal values of said two proximate 
points lying below and above the threshold value, respectively and calculating first and 
second cut-off frequencies therefrom by respectively interpolating between the two 
proximate points, in combination with all other limitations in the claim(s) as defined by 
applicant. 

Tews simply determines a resonant frequency and resonance half-width value by 
plotting measurements points of the resonance curve and using an arithmetic 
polynomial interpolation (equations 1-6) procedure, but does not determine cut off 
frequencies by way of calculating a threshold value with respect to the highest signal 
value and determining points within a positive and negative slope sections which lie 
below and above the threshold value respectively and to then interpolate between these 
points to determine the cut off frequencies. 
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Claim 23 is allowed because the closest prior art, Tews (US Patent Number 
5,397,993), fails to anticipate or render obvious a method or system for determining the 
resonant frequency quantity, resonator quality, and resonance maximum by performing 
at least one of arbitrarily or randomly selecting a set of the points for which a number is 
an integer multiple of three and is at least six; then splitting up the point set into three 
equally sized groups and for each combination of three points; then for each point that 
comes from a different one of the groups, to then solve a first system of equations to 
obtain resonant parameters such that the system consisting of three equations of the 
analytic resonance curve are valid for said three points and then for each of the 
resonant parameters, each of the resonant parameters can then create an average of 
values calculated from said combinations, in combination with all other limitations in the 
claim(s) as defined by applicant. 

Tews simply calculates the resonant frequency quantity, resonator quality, and 
resonance maximum by plotting measurements points of the resonance curve and 
using an arithmetic polynomial interpolation (equations 1-6) to determine the resonance 
parameters, but does not select the points by creating groups and to then solve a first 
system of equations consisting of three equations that are consistent with the groupings 
to obtain resonant parameters (what does prior art do, and not do in relation to 
limitation).
